JAMES  OGLETHORPE 
Founder  of  Georgia

The  reverse  of  this  medal  shows  the 
likeness  of  James  Oglethorpe,  who  was 
born  in  London  in  1698.  He  entered  the 
army  of  Queen  Anne  and  attained  the 
rank  of  Colonel.  Elected  to  Parliament 
in  1722,  he  retained  his  seat  there  for 
twenty'fivc  years,  his  most  passionate  in' 
tcrest  being  the  plight  of  those  imprisoned 
for  debt  or  persecuted  because  of  religious 
beliefs.  He  advocated  the  founding  of 
an  American  colony  to  which  such  uiv 


fortunates  could  emigrate,  making  it  a 
refuge  for  those  in  the  debtor’s  prisons 
in  England  and  the  persecuted  Protes' 
tants  in  Germany  and  other  continental 
countries.  This  movement  finally  found 
support.  Individuals  subscribed  largely 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  emigrants 
and  Parliament  allocated  $160,000.  for 
the  purpose.  In  June  1732,  George  II 
granted  a charter  for  land  lying  between 
South  Carolina  and  Florida,  and  ap' 
pointed  twenty'One  trustees  to  administer 
the  Colony  ot  Georgia,  under  Ogle' 
thorpe. 

In  November  of  the  same  year  Ogle' 
thorpe  left  England  with  120  emigrants, 
and  after  a voyage  of  fifty  days  reached 
Charleston.  Some  of  the  colonists  were 
landed  on  Port  Royal  Island,  and  the 
others  went  up  the  Savannah  River  with 
Oglethorpe  to  Yamacraw  Bluff  where 
they  erected  a fort,  and  named  it 
Savannah.  Friendly  conferences  were 
held  with  the  Indians  and  peace  treaties 
established. 

In  1734  Oglethorpe  went  to  England 
and  in  1736  he  returned  to  Georgia 
bringing  with  him  300  new  emigrants, 
150  of  them  Scotch  Highlanders,  trained 
for  military  duty.  He  had  also  acquired 
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several  cannon,  and  thus  established  the 
first  British  army  in  Georgia.  Among 
the  new  group  of  emigrants  came  John 
Wesley  and  his  brother  Charles  whose 
purpose  was  to  give  spiritual  instruction 
to  the  colonists.  The  next  eight  years 
saw  the  colony  prosper  and  2500  emu 
grants  were  landed  from  England,  Scot' 
land  and  Germany. 

Shortly  after  his  return,  Oglethorpe 
took  his  Highlanders  on  an  expedition  of 
the  islands  off  the  coast  of  Georgia,  and 
on  St.  Simon’s  Island  he  founded  Fred- 
erica and  built  a fort.  At  Darien,  a 
Scottish  settlement,  he  made  plans  tor 
fortification,  and  at  Cumberland  Island 
laid  out  a fort  which  would  command 
the  mouth  of  the  St.  Mary  River.  A 
small  military  fortification  was  made  on 
an  island  in  the  St.  John  River,  and 
named  Fort  George.  On  the  same  trip 
he  founded  Augusta  and  built  a stockade 
against  the  Indians.  In  the  light  of 
events  which  followed  these  precautions 
were  most  fortunate. 

The  Spaniards  in  St.  Augustine,  jeal- 
ous of  the  growth  of  the  new  colony, 
were  incensed  upon  learning  the  extent 
of  Oglethorpe’s  fortifications,  and  threat- 
ened war,  but  a treaty  was  agreed  upon. 
Eater  this  treaty  was  disapproved  by 
Spain,  and  a commissioner  from  Cuba 


was  appointed  to  meet  with  Oglethorpe 
at  Frederica.  At  this  meeting  the 
Spaniards  demanded  that  the  English 
evacuate  all  of  Georgia  and  part  of 
South  Carolina,  claiming  it  to  be 
Spanish  territory.  Oglethorpe  hastened 
to  England  to  confer  on  his  position  and 
to  obtain  military  aid.  He  returned 
shortly  commissioned  as  a Bngidier  Gen- 
eral with  authority  to  raise  troops  in 
Georgia.  Within  a year  war  was  de- 
clared between  England  and  Spain. 

Hoping  to  find  the  Spanish  unpre- 
pared, Oglethorpe  moved  against  St. 
Augustine  with  1000  soldiers  and  some 
Indians.  The  attack  was  unsuccessful. 
Two  years  later  the  Spaniards  retaliated 
but  were  decisively  defeated  through 
stratagem  employed  by  Oglethorpe  which 
saved  Georgia  from  disaster,  and  re- 
stored peace. 

Upon  his  return  to  England  in  1743 
Oglethorpe  joined  the  army  against  the 
“Young  Pretender”,  acting  as  a Major 
General.  Afterwards  he  spent  two  years 
in  Parliament,  and  then  retired  to  Essex. 
When  General  Gates  returned  to  Eng- 
land, Oglethorpe  was  offered  the  com- 
mand of  the  British  troops  in  America, 
but  as  he  was  then  nearing  the  age  of 
78  and  was  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
ministry,  he  declined  the  command.  He 
died  in  Essex  in  1785.
